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Method of simulating mouse and keyboard in computer system 
Input to a computer system is usually provided by a keyboard and/or 
a mouse (2, 3) which allow to control computer programs and a 
number of program window (4, 5). The describe invention uses a 
simulating program (7) running on the computer system to simulate 
mouse and/or keyboard operations to control other computer 
programs and program windows. Therefore, screen coordinates of 
e.g. buttons and/or program windows are traced while manual 
operation and/or automatically determined and stored. The desire 
status of an operation or a combination of operations is stored as well 
to enable the computer system to recall a status and reach it by 
simulating the operations. The method enables the computer system 
for example to install and configure a computer program 
automatically be simulating of mouse and/or keyboard operations.
